A REMARKABLE STORY. 


The President of Guatemala Accused of 
a Fiendish Murder, 


[S. F, Cnsonicle, Friday.} | 

A year ago reports were received in 
this city of an attempt upon thelife of 
Rufinez Barrioz, presideut of the Re- 
public of Guatemala, a Catholic priest 
named Father Felix Pages being 
named as the assassin, and the state- 
ment was that the life of the president 
was saved by the interference of 8 
faithfn] soldier named Captain Inez 
Cruz, who shot the priest dead. 
Through the arrival here by the last 


Panama steamer of an eye-witness, 


Father Antenio Launza, a Franciscan 
friar, at present sejourning at the St, 
Dominic monastery, a strange story is. 
made public. 
priest presents President Barroz as @ 
cruel, vindictive wretch, guilty of s 
cold-blooded and entirely unjustifi- 
able homicide. In September, 1877, 
President Barroz gave a state dinner 
at San Pedro. [Father Pages, the 
murdered priest, and Father Launza 
being among the guests. After the 
dinner the company separated into 
groups, one comprising the president 
and the two priests named. In their 
conversation an argument arose en the 
question of’

the President being a skeptic. SBe- 
coming exasperated at the determined 
position of the priestsin the affirma- 
tive, he struck Father Pages with his 
fist and knocked him down. The 
priest then endeavored to escape from 
the presence of the tyrant, but he 
was commanded to return and make 
an apology on his knees. Father Pages 
yielded to this humiliation, but Bar- 
rioz then commenced beating him 
over the head with a cane, and to save 
himself from fatal injury the reverand 
father grappled withghis assailant and 
both fell to the floor. At this june- 
ture Inez Cruz, not asoldier, huta 
servant, rushed in and. fired several 
shots into the body of the ill-fated 
priest. The firing attracted soldiers 
from without and by command of the 
president they dragged the dying 
priest into the street and battered his. 
body into an unrecognizable mass. 
they then stripped it and left it by 
the wayside. It was subsequently 
recovered by Father Launza and 
buried in front of the altar in Calvary 
church. Information of the tragedy 
reached Spain, and a demand was 
made on Barrivz for 


REPARATION FOR THE MURDER 


ofa Spanish subject. The wretch 
made oath that the killing was in 
self-defense the priest having entered 
his room with a pistol in his band 
with the design ofassassination. This 
story was corroborated by the servant, 
Inez Cruz, who was rewarded for hig 
perjury with the commission of a cel- 
onel. After this affair Col. Cruz made 
an attempt to assassinate the Presi- 
dent, and was himself dispatched. 
Father Launza was threwn into 
prison and his life was in peril in con- 
sequence of his knowledge of the 
facts. He finally escaped through 
the efforts of a pious official 
and took refuge in San Salva- 
dor, Barrioz made a demand upon 
the governor of that country for his 
return, and to avoid further peril he 
fled to Panama and took passage for 
this city. The murdered priest - was 
greatly beloved for his pure and holy 
life and kindly heart. Father Launza 
returns to the isthmus to-day by the 
steamer City of Panama, his purpose 
being to institute measures to bring 
the assassin President of Guatemala 


to an accountability for his crime.

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A TUSCARORA MURDER. 
‘Whisky Causes Thomas Gaffney 
Slaughter James Quinn. 


to 


[Times Review, Dec. 11.) 

Yesterday about half*past 12 o'clock 
the entire town was startled by the 
report that a man had been murdered 
at the saloon of Wm. McAllister on 
‘Weed street.. Hastening to the spot 
the Times-Review reporter found the 
story too true. Lying on his back, 
almost under the counter bathed in a 
pool of his own blood, lay the dead 
body of James Quinn. A large crowd 
had gathered in the saloon and onthe 
sidewalk in front, but no one seemed 
able to give the facts of the occur- 
rence. From W. B. McAllister, the 
proprietor of the saloon the following 
account was learned: The two men 
were friends and had been together 
all day Sunday, drinking and enjoy- 
ing themselves. Twoor three times 
during the day some angry words had 
passed between them, but better 
feelings prevailed and they had left 
the saloon apparantly on as good 
terms as ever. Monday morning they 
came in again together—both drunk— 
and so far as the bar-keeper could 
see, they were very friendly then. 
After drinking a few times together, 
the quarreling of the preceding day 
was renewed by Quinn saying he 
could whip anybody in the house. 
Gaffney, who thought the boast was 
intended for him, called Quinn a 
damned liar, whereupon Quinn be- 
came very insulting, calling Gaffney 
indecent names. Gaffney, who was 
sitting on a table, rose to his feet and 
struck Quinn on the left temple with 
an open knife—the knife falling from 
the wound as Quinn fell on the floor. 
As ssonas Quinn had regained his feet, 
a tussle ensued between the two men, 
when to the surprise of all present, 
Gaffney drew a pistel and shot Quinn 
three times. Oneof the shots took 
effect in the forehead, the other two 
in the region of the heart. Quinn 
fell, only after he had received the 
last shot, and died almost instantly. 
Gaffney wa: arrested by Deputy Sher- 
iff Boynton and is now in jail. No 
one thuught of a serious difficulty for 
@moment. James Quinn is said, by 
those who know him, to have been a 
quiet, unoffending man, and a_ good 
citizen. He would drink too much 
occasionally but even when under the 
influence of liquor was tractable and 
harmless. He was employed at the 
Navojo mine and was a goed steady 
workman. Up to about six weeks ago 
Gaffuey was working at the Revenue 
mine, but lately has been out of em- 
ployment. Other parties stated to the 
reporter, that Ganffey was on the 
street early Monday morning quite 
drunk, and disposed to be quarrel- 
some. 


The Late Henry Wells. 
(S: F. Bulletin, Dec. 11th.] | 

Henry Wells, founder of Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s Express, died in Glas- 
gow, Scotland, yesterday. He was 
born in December, 1806, at Thetford, 
Vermont; went to New York state in 
1820; learned the trade of tanner and 
currier of George Palmer at Palmyra; 
went to New York city in 1834 as 
agent for the American Transportation 
company; thence to Boston in 1838 as 
agent forthe same company. There 
he met Harnden, the first expressman, 
and had an office with him at 9 Court 
street. Thence to Albany in 1840 as 
agent for Harnden. In the following 
year he became associated with Geo. 
K. Pomeroy, and began running an ex- 
press from Albany to Buffalo under 
the style of Pomeroy & Co. The next 
year by the accession of Crawford Liv- 
ingston the firm was known as Liy- 
ingston, Wells & Pomeroy. In the 
winter of 1847 and 1848 Crawford Liv- 
ingston died, and the firm became 
Wells & Co., afterwards Wells, Butter- 
field & Co., and, by consolidation with 
Livingston, Fargo & Co., in 1849, 
formed the American Express Co. At 
about the same date Livingsten, Wells 
& Co. began business between New 
York, Paris and London, from which 
eriginated Wells, Fargo & Co., the 
latter company having began business 
in 1822 in California, New Yerk, Lon- 
den anc Paris. Mr. Wells’ success in 
business was uninterrupted, but he re- 
tired from actual duties twelve or fif- 
teen years ago, and has since given 
much attention to charitable and be- 
nevolent objects. Amongst other en- 
terprises he founded Wells’ college, at 
Aurora, New York, his home. He 
was an upright man of positive, relig 
ous convictions and great kindness of 
heart and manner, and was univers- 
ally esteemed by all who knew him. 
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Silver Legislation. | 

WasHINGTON, Dee. 10.— Senator 
Morrill, Chairman of the senate finance 
committee, expresses an opinion that 
it will not be possible to pass any ob- 
jectionable silver legislation over the 
President’s veto. The Democrats are 
disposed to try and put some measure 
‘through, but do not have any hope of 
succeeding. Morrill said further that, 
judging by the talk of the Democratic 
senators, the:r policv seemed to be to 
adjourn early for the holiday recess, 
and do as little legislation this session 
as possible.

While the parties 
were down Sykes was shot in the 
ankle and hip and his skull fractured 
by blows from some kind of weapon. 
He lived during Sunday: and was to 
have been buried on Monday. He 
was not sensible from the time ef the 
occurrence ubtil his death. Several 

arties were present. during 
ing the fracas, but they declined to 
say anything about it,, claiming that 
there was so much powder-smoke in 
the room that they could not see who 
inflicted §the injuries on Sykes, al- 
though the supposition Is that, as both 
of the Clark boys were unarmed, 
Jimmy teok away Sykes pistol and 
did the business. The affair occurred 
in the faro room of Cassidy’s saloon, 
No arrests were made. 

Later.—Jimmy Clark was arrested 
and held under $1500 bail. Henry 
Clark was only shot once. The 
trouble was caused by the faro dealer 
refusing to receive ‘‘jawbone” bets 
from Clark.

CALIFORNIA’S CONVENTION. 


Some Features of the Proposed New 
Constitution. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE GAZETTE. | 


SACRAMENTO, Dec. 10.—Less than 
fifteen days remain for the cenvention 
engaged in making a new constitution 
for California to complete their labors 
and it is safe to say the work will not 
be done before the middle of February. 
The railroad question has been dis- 
cussed for four weeks and some very 
intelligent thoughts developed, but the 
great mass of the debate was idle 
words, Speeches were made hours in 
length to prove that passengers in the 
level valleys should pay as much as 
those riding in the mountains.. Nearly 
every conceivable plan for establishing 
rates was introduced. The one finally 
adopted provides for.a commission of 
three, one from each of three dis- 
triets elected at the gubernatorial elec- 
tion, to hold ofilce for four years, with 
power to establish rates of freight and 


fares, to examiue books-and papers, to 
have process of the courts, to send for 
persons and papers, to administer 
oaths, punish for contempt, etc. They 
will establish the form of keeping ac- 
counts and keep a copy of the records 
of all railroads for their own _ use. 
Any company refusing to conform to 


| rates or charging in excess of them or 


failing to keep their accounts in the 
manner prescribed may be fined not 
to exceed $20,000 for each offense, and 
any of their agents who sin against 
the immaculate trio may be fined 
$5000 or imprisonment for one year. 
Such a power in the hands of three 
men who are by law prohibited from 
owning any railroad stock, places 
that vast amount of capital which is 
employed in all civilized countries in 
railroads.in a very precarious posi- 
tion and will prove a damper on the 
enterprise of railroad builders. The 
bill of rigts has been considered . three 
weeks and will’ be discussed and 
amended. The committee.on the 
Chinese question has reported back 
all the propositions without recom- 
mendation and the discussion has al- 
ready begun. Every member must 
get rid of his piece on that question, 
so.a week will be consumed before 
auything else can be taken wp. The 
committee on taxation has made a 
sensible report, but recommend sev- 
eral experiments which might better 
be part of the laws than the constitu- 
tion, so that they can be repealed if 
necessary. On the taxation of mort- 
gages they favor treating both the 
mortgage and the ownership as prop- 
erty, and giving each half the tax. 
There are at least five huodred propo- 
sitions yet to be discussed. Whether 
the members. will prove patriotic 
enough to sit sufficiently long with- 
out salary te. bring them all up is 
doubtful. One thing has developed, 
and that isa prepidice against the 
cities. Every blow which would hurt 
the city of San Francisco has been 
popular and nothing was teo rabid 
for the mass of the members. It 
seems a certanity that if they con- 
tinue as they have begun and the peo-

China and Trade Dollars. 


New York, December 9th.—Appre- 
hension has been expressed that the 
passage of a law making trade dollars 
legal tender would recall some thirty 
millions from China, and in this way 
greatly increase the volume of curren- 
cy. This is stated by merchants 
here to be a mistake, as it is the prac- 
tice of the Chinese baflkers on receiv- 
ing any foreign coin and ascertaining 
its value, to put their mark or “chop” 
on it.. A coinsodefaced would not, 
under our coinage laws, be received 
except as bullion. A cable dispatch 
from Hongkong says that there are 
only seven millions unchcpped trade 
dollars there, and the opinion is ex- 
pressed that out of twenty-eight to 
thirty milliontrade dollars exported to 
China in the last five years, all but 
one or two millions have been chop- 
ped, and, therefore, under any change 
of laws cannot enter into eur curren- 
cy.

little churches in the stute.. The un- 
sightly tower has been cut dewn and 
improved into simplicity and archi- 
tectural keeping with the remainder 
of the building. Formerly the doors 
ofthe building opened upon Sierra 
street and let in all the wind and dust 
that were wardering about breaking 
the Sabbath. New a handsome door 


on Second street invites one to enter, 
and that opened, one finds himself in 
a tidy little vestibule with a pair of 
noiseless swinging doors before him, 
that admit no such vagrants as the 
wind. But itis the imside of the 
church which tells the pleasantest 
story. The rough walls are gone and 
the unsightly rafters are to be seen no 
more. Instead are to be seen walls of 
pine, diagonally laid and: sized and 
varnished into an excellent imitation 
of oak. The ceiling is of the same 
material, the long stretch tastefully 
broken by strips of walnut which di- 
vide it at regular intérvals into 
panels. The windows have _ been 
frosted and properly weighted, and 
the doors of walnut paneled with 
white pine contrast nicely with the 
subdued yellowish hue of the walls 
and ceiling. The pews have been 
painted to correspond with the 
walnut of the deors and finely-finished 
window casings and to make 
everything comfortable as_ well 
as agreeable to the eye, the 
floor of the main _— audience 
room and chancel has had a 
carpet of a red ground with 
a graceful black — pattern laid 
upon it. Before Mr. Jenvey’s. ar- 
rival, the chancel had a 
rounded arch and_e the © back 
sloped away. Now it is_ gothic 
in form, the slope removed and 
also improved by -the addition 
ef arail in front. A door communis 
cating with the vestry-room has been 
let in at the north side of the chancel, 
thus enabling the clergyman to enter 
and retire without descending into 
the body of the church as before. A 
simple cross of walnut graces the back 
of the chancel, and lower down 1s a 
strip of the same wood bearlug upon 
it in ornamental letters the words 


‘HOLY, HOLY, HOLY.” 


In the centre is a cross, over and 
around which twine some beautifully 
painted passion flowers. This bit of 
artistic work was dene by a modest 
friend of the clergyman who does not 


desire publicity. Everything about 


the church betokens good taste, 
and a great deal of real. beauty 
has been got from very sim- 
ple materials. One of the most 


satisfactory things about all . these 
changes for the better is that every 
one of them has been paid for. About 
$1500 has been expended. Mr. Jenvey 
has been at a personal expense of over 
$1000, part of which, of course, he no 
doubt expects to have returned. But 
it is one of the articles of his creed 
that not a dellar should be owing on 
any house of God, and rather than 
saddle the church with a debt he has 
put his hand in his own pocket and 
payed the bills, so that Mr. Lucas on 
his return in the spring will find no 
discouraging arrears to struggle with.

WHO IS SHERIFF? 


The Grounds on Which Lamb Contests 
Walker’s Election. 


A. K. Lamb, who will contest W. 
A. Walker’s election to the office of 
sheriff, has had the legal papers pre- 
pared and served. Monday a GAZETTE 
reporter saw a copy of the complaint. 
The complaint, after the usual form- 
alities, sets forth that the county 
commissioners, sitting asa board of 
canvassers, issued a certificate of elec- 
tion to Walker. They allowed Lamb 
632 votes, which ircluded 27 votes 
claimed to have been cast for him in 
Pyramid precinct, and Walker 639 
votes, ineluding 35 claimed to have 
been cast for him in the same pre- 
cinct. The contestant holds that the 
62 votes of Pyramid were not legal

D, 
Wood, neglectad and refused to act 
as inspector of election either in receiv- 
ing the votes or in counting the same.

THE CINCHED IN SILVERADO. 


Hew Sierra Nevada Knocked the Boys 
—Some Striking Examples.

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The Afghans Defeated. 


LaHOoRE, Dec. 5th.—General Rob- 
ferts telegraphs from Peiwar Khotal, 
under date of 3d, as follows: During 
the night of Dec. Ist, the Afghan po- 
sition was turned by a flank march 
over Spengwai pass. We surprised 
the enemy at daybreak of the 2d, when 
the Seventy-second Highlanders and 
Fifth Goorkha’s drove the Afghans 
from several positions. They after- 
ward endeavored to reach Peiwar Kho- 
tal, but the assault could not be de- 
livered on that side. We then threat- 
ened the enemy inthe rear and attack- 
and carried Peiwar Khotal. about 5 
e’clock in the afternoon. The enemy 
had on the previous evening received 
reinforcements of four regiments. 
They fought desperately. Their artil- 
ery was well served. Their defeat, 
hewever wascomplete. We captured 
eighteen guns and a large quantity of 
ammunition. Our loss was moderate, 
considering the number of our oppo- 
nenta and the difficult nature of the 
country. Major Anderson, of the Pi- 
oneers, was killed. General Cobbe 
and Lieut. Monroe, of the Seventy- 
second Highlanders, were wounded. 
Our men behaved admirably. We 
shall move toward Shutargarden pass 
on Thursday the 5th.

OPPRESSED AFGANISTAN. 


How John Bull Tramples upon the 
Weak. 


Now that the Afghan war is assum- 
ing the respectable propertions of a 
campaign, explanatien ef the hostili- 
ties is interesting. A correspondent 
calling himself one of Shere Ali’s sub- 
jects writes to the London 7imes, and 
through the columns of that influen- 
tial journal thus throws some light oa 
the subject: In 1839 the English in- 
vaded Afghanistan without the least 
provocation, or, I may say, any ade- 
quate cause whatever. When they 
fail to force upon the natives the ruler 
whom they hate, they pour in their 
overwhelming forces, burn their cities 
to ashes, massacre the inoffensive in- 
habitants by thousands, and do all 
possible mischief they can think of. 
Shortly after this they most gener- 
ously come forward, shake hands with 
the Ameer, and in an off-hand manner 
make it all up. Scarcely have the 
Atghans forgotten their disasters 
when the Ameer is asked to allow a 
British resident to remain at his court. 
He candidly tells them the feeling of 
his people toward the English, and 
respectfully declines to give any guar- 
antee for the resident’s safety. This 
reasonable excuse inflames the Eng- 
lish; they desert him and declare 
they will have nothing to do with the 
Ameer or his country any more. 
When they see the Russian Envoy 
going to Cabul, they burn with jeal- 
ousy, and avow that they must send 
their envoy too, at any cost or sacrifice. 
Now, in the name of heaven, it is dif- 
ficult to see what induces them to de- 
part from their non-interference pelicy. 
They write letters in most imperious 
tones, and send a hasty mission. 
Without awaiting the Ameer’s reply, 
the missien is ordered to push on to 
Cabul. The Ameer’s commandent 
gives them to understand that he has 
received no instroction respecting the 
mission from the Ameer, and conse- 
quently his duty prevents him from 
allowing the mission to proceed any 
farther.- Thereupon the English feel 
very indignant, and cry out, ‘‘War, 
war, even to the knife!’ They for- 
get that pride goes before a fall.

A FRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT. 


L. H. Torp Threwn from His Buggy 
and Killed—His Wife Danger- 
ously Hurt. 


A dreadful accident occurred in 
Virginia city Sunday, resulting in 
the death of L. H. Torp, a gentleman 
well known in Réno. He and his 
wife were driving home from church 
about one o'clock in the afternoon, 
behind a spirited team, when the 
Straps of the neckyoke’ became loos- 
ened or snapped asunder and the 
frightened animals dashed up C street 
at a frightful pace. At the corner of 
Sutton avenue the carriage over- 
turned, throwing out both the occu- 
pants. Mr. Torp struck with fearful 
force against an old retort set up as a 
post at the corner and was picked up 
insensible and carried to the City 
Hall where he lingered for an heur 
and then expired. Mrs. Torp was 
also seriously] injured, suffering a 
fracture - of one leg and one - arm. 


The horses ran madly for some dis- 
tance and collided with a post, when 
they were secured. Mr. Torp was 
the owner or lessee of the Gieger 
grade road, had been a commissioner 
of Storey county for several years and 
was an old settler on the Comsteck. 
He wasa man of great intelligence 
and warm heart and was liked and 
respected wherever he was known. 
Virginia suffers a severe loss in his 
death, for he was a very public spir- 
ited citizen, having a hearty interest 
in the welfare of the city. In his so- 
cial relations Mr. Torp was genial, 
and the .soul of kindness and good 
humor, a true friend to his friends 
and aman who won regard every- 
where. 

It will be remembered that about a 
month ago Mr. Torp came very near 
being killed here in Reno by a _ run- 
away accident. He was driving the 
team which yesterday brought him to 
his death and was thrown from his 
vehicle at the bridge, but held on to 
the lines and was dragged past the 
Lake House, finally succeeding by 
determination and pluck in bringing 
the beasts to a standstill. He was 
over confident of his mastery over 
horses, and rode behind animals that 
hardly anyone else would dare to. 
After his death the body was taken to 
the Masenic hall, he being a member 
of that order, and the funeral will 
take place from there. He was, we 
believe, a native of Germany and- 
about fifty years ef age. 

Mr. Torp was the step-father of R. 
H. Wright, recently Republican can- 
didate for recorder in this county. 
When. Mr. Wright received a dispatch 
from Virginia stating that his father 
and mother had been seriously hurt, 
he prepared to start at once from 
Reno by private conveyance. As he 
was about to leave another telegram 
was handed him containing the in- 
telligence that his father was dead 
and his mother’s life in danger. The 
news proved too much for Mr. Wright 
and he fell back in the carriage in a 
dead faint.

ABOUT BODIE. 


Present Condition and Fature Pros- 
pects of the Camp. | 


From General O. H. LaGrange who 
returned from Bodie Sunday nightaGa- 
ZETTE reporter learns that the town of 
Bodie has increased one-third in the 
last three months in buildings of a 
good character. The merchants have 
laid in large quantities of previsions 
and other supplies, so there will be no 
suffering. The residences are scat- 
tered over the hillsides, and are com- 
paratively safe, but the business por- 
tion is built of wood on two sides of a 
long narrow street over.a mile in ex-: 
tent. Water is very scarce and if a 
spark is ever dropped the whole thing 


goes. The town is scantily supplied 
by wells and pipes laid to a few 
springs in the neighborhood. For the 
hoisting works it is hauled a mile and 
costs $1 a barrel. Estimates%are being 


‘made for bringing water from Rough 


creek, where the old arastras for work- 
ing the old surface diggings were 
placed in early years. The water will 
be pumped 1300 feet and led six or 
seven wiles to the towa. Wood is 
also scarce. Lumber is worth sixty 
and seventy dollars per thousand feet. 
There are thirty steam hoisting works 
scattered about on the hills; twenty 
of them have supplies, wood, etc., 
and will run all winter, so that the 
district will be well prospected by 
spring. Besides Standard and Bodie, 
which sre now paying, and Bulwer, 
which has an ore. shute 200 feet deep 
and from twotosixfeet wide, there are 
four others which are codsidered sure 
to pay as soon as mills can be built. 
The University, Tioga and Summit are 
looking very well. The mill for the 
Red Cloud will start soon. In the 
Dudley mine the shaft strikes feeders 
of rich ore, all pitching one way, which 
may lead te a large body. The ore is 
exceedingly rich, much of it aver 
$2000 a ton. All the mines have the 
same character of ore. It looks like 
brown sugar, or coarse, yellow sand. 
There are agreat many idlemen in the 
camp. ‘The road to Carson will be 
kept open all winter and stages run 
daily. Time now, 24 hours.

$155,496,000, and this exclusive of 
worsted carpets and hesiery, which 
amounted to $43,763,000. 


Secretary Sherman says that $75,- 
000,000 of the 4 per cent. bonds have 
already been taken, and he suggests 
« modification of the law so that 
smaller sums can be invested. For 
this purpose he recommends the issue 
of certificates of deposit of the de- 
nomination of $10, bearing interest at 
the rate of 3.65, convertible at any 
time within a year into 4 per-cent. 
bonds. He would make the postoffice 
department a medium for these de- 
posits. In shert, without dwelling at 
at any length upon the matter, the 
seeretary has outlined a postal savings 
bank. If depositors could get certifi- 
cates for as small sums as $10, bearing 
nterest, and could exchange them 
for the four per cent. bonds, nearly 
the whole of this loan would be taken 
by working people and small Capital- 
ists. As the bonds are exempt from 
taxation, the return would be about 
equal to six per cent. on the invest- 
ment. If congress would give effect 
to the suggestion of the secretary it 
would be one of the most popular 
financial movements ever made 1n this 
country. The four per cent. bonds 
would then be precisely what the sec- 
retary calls them—a popular loan.

GOLD NUGGETS. 


The Brisk Trade Miner Martin Has 
Been Doing in Them, | 


Mention was made in last evening’s 
GAZETTE of the arrest of a Chinaman 
for selling a bogus gold nugget to a 
woman for $5. As was stated, the 
Chinaman asserted that a white man 
had pawned the bit of brass with him 
for just that many dollars. At first 
John pretended that he had believed 
the nugget to be genuine when he 
sold it to the woman, but when he 
found that the penitentiary was yawn- 
ing for him, he made a clean breast of 
it to deputy sheriff Avery. He stuck 
to his stery about the white man, but 
confessed he knew the nugget to be 
worthless when he sold it, and was 
anxious to get his $5 back. He offer- 
ed to peint out the white man if given 
the liberty to hunt him up. On this 
the Chinaman, under surveillance, 
was permitted to go, and last evening 
he informed the oflicer that the white 
man had just turned up in Chisatown 
again. When Avery went there, how- 


ever, the fellow was not to be found. 
The Chinaman persisted that he had 
been there and the officer after a dilli- 
gent search discovered his man in bed 
in the Golden Eagle hotel on Sierra 
street. In his pockets were seven 
nuggets, brass of the first water, pre- 
cisely similar to the one which the 
Chinaman had disposed of, also several 
bogus watcbes and somevaluable look- 
ing brass rings. The man, who is be- 
tween thirty and forty-five years of 
age and got up in geod imitation of a 
miner, said that his name was Martin. 
He objected very much to arrest, 
for the reason that “the jewelry 
was his and he wasn’t no theif.” He 
was taken to the county jail and locked 
up. It seems that the enterprising 
Mr. Martin has deen doing a pretty 
good business in this vicinity. He has 
succeeded in swindling half a dozen 
Chinaman witb his stuff. He plaves his. 
game on the whites rather well. About 
two weeks ago he was in Chase’s sa- 
loon and pretending tc be very anxieus 
to reach Virginia, where, he said, he 
expected te get work, he took from 
his woolen shirt a masive nugget-pin 
and asked Chase to lend him $7 on it, 
until he sent down for it. He offered 
to pay a dollar interest on the money, 
teo. This game worked. Chase gave 
him the $6, naturally supposing him 
to be what he represented— a poor 
miner in search of work. Martin took 
the grade for the Comstock and on 
the way did another good stroke of 
business, “pawning”’ fer $8, the last 
of more prosperousdays, a great chunk 
of native gold made up in the form of 
a pin, worth at least, on Mr. Martin’s 
estimate, $35, but in reality not worth 
a nickel. The honest miner is fast 
by the heels nowand aprison will preb- 
ably be his residence for some time to 
come, 


MARTIN IN. COURT, 


The case came up for examination 
in Judge Bowker’s court this after- 
neon. A numberof witnesses testified 
to Martin’s having come to them try- 
ing to sell his watches, rings and other 


wares. One gentleman to whom 
Martin. offered for $25 a silver watch 


with a guard having a heavy gold 
buckle on it and a silver horse, wanted 
to take the article to Davidson, the 
jeweler, to have an expert’s opinion 
on its value. Martin teld him that 
he would take it to Davidson himself 
and sell it for more than $25, and 
went off. When this testimony was 
being given Martin, who andeavors 
to look as unhealthy as possible, in- 
terrupted by pointing his finger at 
the witness and exclaiming: 

“T want you to remember one 
thing! J want you to remember that 
you are swearing in the presence of Al- 
Don’t you go an’ swear 
false against a poor sick devillike me!” 
And the pious Mr. Martin gave an os- 
tentatiously consumptive cough. 

The witness said 1f Mr. Martin 
wanted to call anybody in particular a 
liar he had better postpone it until 
after court adjourned and do it out- 
side. Judge bowker gasped, but had 
presence of mind enough to rap furi- 
ously and giare around. 

Mr. Davidson testified to the fact 
that the nugget which had been sold 
to Mr. Chase and which was shown 
him, was brass. The watch which'the 
afflicted Mr. Martin had offered to 
sacrifice for $20 was worth about $7. 
The cases were of silver-piated brass, 
the buckle of the same costly material 
and the horse of white metal. The

It proved however, that Mr. Martin, 
the invalid and pious miner, knew his 
business, fer District Attorney Cain 
exbressed serious doubts of being able 
to convict him on the charge of pass- 
ing counterfeits, owing to the fact of 
the nuggets being made _ as 
personal ornaments. He asked for 
an hour to. look up _ authorities. 
At the conclusion of the hour the 
district attorney came in with his 
authorities, in the same frameof mind, 
but Judge Bowker thought differently 
and held the injured and indignant 
Mr. Martin to answer before the grand 
jury, in $500 bail. Despite his wealth 
in nuggets, Mr. Martin could’nt fur- 
nish that amount, and went to jail.

The Ameer 
declares that there is no enmity exist- 
ing between Afghanistan and _ the 
British government; that he desires to 
resume former friendly relations, and 
finally that he will not resist the visit 
ota small temporary British mission 
to Cabul.
